Dxab Sis —You liave asked for information as to the rule of calculating the age 
of horses in the Southern < 'ountry. Presuming that the Secretaries of the dif¬ 
ferent Jockey Clubs, can furnish the most cerium information upon the subject, 
1, as one of them, auswer this inquiry. 

At the organization of ihe Plaquemine Jockey Club, the rule adopted (rule 30) 
was, that tlie age of hones should be reckoned by the year in which they were 
foaled i. a. a horse foaled in 1835, shall be considered a yearling during ths year 
IH3&-* two year old during the year 1837—and so on. It having been sscer* 
Mined, however, that all the, other Clubs of the State had a different rale, and that 
under it, horses took their age from the first of May, it became necessary to con¬ 
form our scale to their’s in orJer to put our track upon an equal footing. 

This subject, Sir, is one oi great importance; the first rule is the only jurt 
one; the practice of reckoning the age of horses from May day, ought to ba ate 
Itshed as deceptive, and unequal in its operation. In England the Hons «* kr» his 
sge ss I am informed, from January, the rule being literally the same as lt -*‘ w* 
first adopted. 

It seems to me that the proper course would be to wfopt for the U. sons 

general code of Laws for the regulation of turf matters, which any gentleman 
can compile by bringing together the various regulations of different Clubs, ths 
rule observed in England, and such improvements as have been suggested at va¬ 
rious limes in the different Sporting Periodicals. Let this compilation (the ma¬ 
nuscript) be submitted to s Committee at Baltimore, New York, Charleston, 
Natchez, and Nashville. The compilation being approved, it to be printed 
foi the benefit of the compiler (with a view to meet the expense of publication) 
or otherwise, as may be thought expedient—and let it be adopted throughout ths 
United States, by the different Clubs, as “a rule of conduct." Let some penalty 
attach to those Clubs which do not adopt—such as a refusal to publish (hair re. 
ere, proceedings, Ac., in the Turf Register, your paper, or other Sporting Ms- 
gazioes. But they will all adopt, as in case of dispute, the question will certainly 
be decided, by Sportsmen, under the provisions ofihe new code—and most proba¬ 
bly by the Courts. 

The hints are thrown out for your endmideration. 

To resume. Tlie rule appears to be throughout Lousiana, and in tlie State of 
Mississippi, to reckon a horse’s age from (he 1st of May. The Spring races, 
are I believe without exception in Lousiana or Mississippi, fixed for some day 
preceding the first of May—and of course, the horses run much under their actual 

age

Dor Sib—Y ou liave asked for information as to the rule ofealculsting the age 
of horses in the Southern Country. Presuming that the Secretaries of the dif¬ 
ferent Jockey Clubs, can furnish the most certain information upon the subject, 
I, as one of them, answer this inquiry. 

At the organization of the Plaquemine Jockey Club, the rule adopted (rule 30) 
was, that the age of horses should be reckoned by the year in which they were 
fowled—i. a. a horse foaled in 1835, shall be considered a yearling during the yew 
1836—a two year old during the year 1837—and so on It having keen ascer¬ 
tained, however, that all thq other Cluba of the State hail a different rale, and thu 
under it, horses took their age from the first of May, it became necessary to con¬ 
form our scale to tbeir’s in order to put our track upon an equal footing. 

This subject. Sir, ia one oi great importance ; the first rule ia the only just 
one; the practice of reckoning the age of horses from May day, ought to ba abo¬ 
lished aa deceptive, and unequal in us operation. In England the Horse «» k«v Ms 
age as I am informed, from January, the rule being literally the same as that we 
first adopted. 

It seems to me that the proper course would be to ^opt for the U. States, aoaM 
geaeral code of Laws for the regulation of turf maltevs, which any gentleman 
can eompiis by bringing together the various regulations of different Clubs, (ha 
rule observed in England, and such improvements as have been suggested nt vv 
nous times in the different Sporting Periodicals. Let this compilation (the ma¬ 
nuscript) be submitted to a Committee at Baltimore, New York, Charleston, 
Natchez, and Nashville. The compilation being approved, it to be printed 
fi>t the benefit of the compiler (with a view to meet the expense of publication) 
or otherwise, as may be thought expedient—and let it be adopted throughout the 
United States, by the different Clubs, as “a rule of conduct.” Let — penalty 
auacb to tliose Clubs which do not adopt—such aa a refusal to publish their ra. 
ers, proceedings, Ac., in the Turf Register, your paper, or other Sporting Ma¬ 
gazines. But they will all adopt, aa in case of dispute, the question will certainly 
be decided, bf Sportsmen, under the provisions of the new code—and most proba¬ 
cy the Courts 

The hints are thrown out for your cndsidaralion. 

To resume. The rule appears to be throughout Lousiana, and in tbs State of 
Mississippi, to reckon a horse's age from the 1st of May. The Spring races, 
are I believe without exception in Lousiana or Mississippi, fixed for some day 
preceding the first of May—and of course, the horses run much under their actual

GRAND TROTTING MATCH AT NORTHAMPTON. 

The Trotting Sw. epsiakcs at NortUumptnu came off on Thursday, ending 
wuhin half a mile of the town, over three miles of undulated ground. It was 
stated in our lost that the own-r of the Birmingham marc, The Lady, had de¬ 
clined to receive the stake* of 25/for walking over, and (lint lie would enter her 
to carry I2sl against “ feather weight." The latter part of Ins offer lie retracted, 
insisting that tne Duke of Gordons black more, which was entered by Mr. Jo¬ 
seph Mullincr, should carry list, as well as The Lady. Ratlier than spoil sport 
these term* were agreed to, it being the object of the noble owner of the black 
mare to contribute all lie could to gratify the good folks of Northampton and its 
neighbor hood. A third, named Straw Yard, was likewise entered. At a quar¬ 
ter to 12 o’clock the three competitors arrived at PitsIhnJ Hill, the appointed place 
of starting. Lord Southampton and his noble brother, thr Hon. Henry Fitzroy, 
umpires. The Duke's mure was ridden in Gordon tartan, black cap by the hie 
oast old Jack Watson. The Lady by Mr. Brcedon, blue and black cap, and 
Straw Yard, a small smart nag, in orange and purple. The morning was fine, 
and the company numerous and highly respectabla. surpassing any thing of tlie 
kind that has been witnessed for many years. Nothing could be more fair than 
the riding of the eqestrian spectators. The belling was very brisk, 5 and 6 to

against Straw Yard, no takers. For tha first mile they drew off well together 
at seventeen miles an hour ; from that period the favorites began to make play,
